MUTUAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES AND MEXICO REGARDING PURSUIT 
OF INDIANS. 
WasHinGton, D. C., Aug. 12.—The following 
are excerpts from a general order from the head- 


quarters of the army: 


By direction of the — ogy of War the fol- 
lowimg agreement, providing for the reciprocal 
crossing Of the international boundary line by 
the troops of the United States and the Republic 
ot Mexico in pursuit of hostile Indians, is pub- 
lished for the information and government of 


, all concerned: 


Art. I. It is agreed that the regular Fed- 

eral troops of the two Republics may recipro- 
cally cross the boundary line of the two coun- 
tries when they are in close pursuit of a band 
ot savage Indians upon the conditions stated in 
the following articles: 
Ar. 2. The reciprocal crossing upon 
in Art. ] shall ouly occur in the unpopulated or 
desert parts of said boundary line. For the pur- 
poses of this agreement the unpopulated or 
desert parts are defined to be ail those points 
which are at least two leagues distant from any 
encampment or town of either country. 

Akr. 5. The pursuing force shall retire to its 
Own territery as soon as it shall have fought the 
band of which it is in pursuit or have lost its 
trail. In no case shall the forces of the two 
countries respectively establish themselves or 
remain in the foreign territory for any longer 
time — e ig necessary to make the pursuit of 
the band whose trail they follow. 

Ahr. 6. The abuses which may be committed 
by the forces which cross into the territory of 
the other vation shall be punished by the Gov- 
ernment to which the forces belong, according 
to the gravity of the offense, and in conformity 
to ite laws. as if the abuses had been committea 
in its own territory, the said Government being 
further under obligation to withdraw the guilty 
parties from the froutier. 

Art. 7. In case the offenses which may be 
committed by the inbabitants of the one cuun- 
try against the foreiga forces which may be 
within its limits, the Goverument of said coun- 
try shali only be responsible to the Government 
of. the other for denial of justice in the punish- 
ment of the guilty. 

Art, 8. This agreement shall remain in force 
for two zones. and may be terminated by either 
Government upon four months’ notice to the 
Other to that effect. 


BROW NBACKS. 
PREPARING TO PRINT THE NEW NATIONAI- 
BANK BILLS. 

Was maro, D. C., Aug. 12.—The work of 
preparation for printing of the new currency 
“brownbacks” is going on quite satisfactorily 
at the Bureau of Printing and Engraving. Un- 
der the recent act of Congress authorizing Na- 
tional banks to renew their charters, all banks 
doing so must turn in their old circulagon and 
take out new. This pew money isto differ in 
e vate from Shieh tas facet ee 
note is to be printed bas been engraved new, 
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and differs ally trom the old. The 
re to n inatead of 2 — 
black, as the old ones. y will be printed, of 
coufse, on the fibre * which nas 
counterfeiting of our National currency 80 12 
ficult, but it is not imprebabie that there will 
difficulty in obtainmg the fibre 
fast enough to print it, a’ called for. There 
will expire within the aext year the charters of 
probably one-third of the National banks, and 
they, too, of a class which have a large circula- 
tion, the smaller ones of later date having but a 
small circulating medium.

A VIGOROUS DEMAND IN NEW YORK, 
so great, indeed, that 1 Folger, after 
artiving there the other day aud ihterviewing 
the bankefts and business-men, telegraphed 
back urging that the printing of these be begun 
as soon us possible. Then, besides this, and per- 
haps greater than all, is the demand for this 
same fibre paper for the new 3 per cent bonds to 
be issued under the bill in exchange for the old 
6 per cents so recently converted into 3% 
per cents, All these will make an immense 
demand for this paper, and as only one mill iu 
the country makes it there may be some delay 
in obtaining a sufficient quantity to meet the de- 
mand, The manufacture of this paper is a pro- 
found secret, as carefully kept as the combina- 
tons to the great vaults where the Govern- 
ee be millions lie awaiting further, Kiver and 
arbor bills. As stated above, it id made oniy 
at tne Dalton mill, which dates back almost to 
Colonial days. What its eombinations are no- 
body knows excegt tbose intimately connected 
with its manufacture. The secret of the paper- 
making is jealously guarded, as is also the paper 
itself. From the moment it is made until it gers 
into the Treasury vauits it is carefully 
It comes here in small tron safes, the sheets 
carefully counted, and all ‘alltions against 
its loss being taken both bv the Government offi- 
cials and by the express companies which carry 
it. 


CATTLE. 
ESTABLISHMENT OF QUARANTINE STATIONS. 
WasuainoaTor, D. C., Aug. .- Acting Secreta- 
ry ot the Treasury Freuch today addressed a 
letter to the Collectors at New York, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and Portiand calling their 
attention to the act of Congress making provis- 
ion for the establishment of cattie quarantine 
stations, and stating that itis the desire of the 
department to provide proper shelter for im- 
ported cattle at those ports as soon as conven- 
jest. The Collectors are instructed to consider 
the best method of doing this, and also where 
such quarantine stations shall be established. 
The Treasury Cattle Commission has been au- 
thorized to advise with the Collectors upon the 
ny Judge French's letter says: 
thas been suggested at some of the ports 
that transportation companies may be willing to 
aid in furnishing the accommodations desired, 
and also that the piace selected for a quarantine 
station should be accessible by water carriage, 
and such that cattie in quarantine may be iso- 
la ted trom other cattle, and that each importa- 
tion may also be isolated trom other importa- 
tions.”

Nobody seems 
to know where their headquartes are, it they 
have any, and the Congressmen who contributed 
their tariff speeches to the, campaign stock of 
the organization seem to be sending out the 
speeches at their own expense. So ‘ar, the 
fight for the Congressional eiecuon on the 
Democratic side seems to have been a genuine 
“stillbunt.” “he KRepuvtican beadquarters on 
Thirteenth strvet are in full eperation, actively 
engaged in pushing the canvass where it has 
begun, and despite the attacks from all sides is 
accom plisning mething ut ast.

EXPULSION OF ISRAELITES FROM RUSSIA. 

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 12.— Tue State De- 
partment has received, through the Legation at 
St. Petersburg. acopy of the circular issued by 
the Russian Ministry in relation to the expul- 
sion of Israelites, in which local autborities are 
directed not to expel Israelites established prior 
to 1880 and residing there in virtue of regular 
permission, and, on the other hand, directing 
them to take measures to prevent new author- 
ity being given Israelites: who bave not the 
right of residence. 

Acting -Secretary-of-State Davis has been in 
communication with Minister Lowell at London 
in reference to the case of Stephen J. Meany, 
of New York, who was arrested at Ennis, Ire- 
land, for alleged violation of the Repression 
act. Secretary Davis yesterday telegraphed 
Minister Lowell to give the case immediate at- 
tention, and to investigate and report to the de- 
partment. Au answer was received from Minis- 
ter Lowell today stating that the Foreign Office 
bas no official information on the subject, but 
he understood Meany bad been released. Secre- 
tary Davis thereupon telegraphed Minister 
Lowell to get exact information as to whether 
Meany is tree or not.

A DIPLOMATIC SUCCESS FOR ENGLAND. 
Special Disvateh to The Cawcozo Trine. 

New York, Aug. 12.— The New York Tribune 
received the following special cable on Egyptian 
efairs tonight: 

Lonpon, Aug. 12.—The Foreign Office claims a 

tie success over the Russo-lItalian 
scheme for international protection of the Suez 
Canal, The reservations as to force majeure, 
and the plan ceasing with the present crisis, 
make the scheme no more than this: Foreign 
vessels may assist the British in maintaining 
the passage, but nothing prevents the canal 
from being the base of military operationa. 

The text of the Turkish proclamation against 
Arabi Pasha is deemed satisfactory, if published 
before the arrival of Ottoman troops. 

The Angio-Turkish convention is so stringent 
that it may be bhaggied over until England has 
done her work. 

ENGLAND DOES NO® DEMAND THE con- 
MAND, 

but insists that Ottoman troops shall not be 

moved without the previous assent of Sir Garnet 

Wolseley. Turkey will perhaps overcome the

NEWS FROM THE SEAT OF WAR. 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 12.—The Cold Stream 
Guards and Grenadier Guards have arrived bere. 

The British Government has purchased a large 
hotel and mercantile premises at Port Said for 
use as a huspital. 

The Scots Guards and the Grenadier Guards 
landed today (Saturday) and marched to Ram- 
leh. Thousanes ef Arabs collected along the 
line of march and were much impressed by the 
appearance of the troops. Europeans regret 
their having to meet such an unworthy foe, as 
itis believed many must fall victims to the 
rifles of Arabi Pashba’s troops, who are now in- 
trenched in such a strong position. 

CALM AND RELIANT. 

BERLIN, Aug. 12.—The Granzboten, an official- 
ly-inspired organ, says: Germany cannot 
risk the loss of the good will of the other Pow- 
ers by paralyzing or contracting their policy 
unless she is absolu forced to do so. She has 
neither wish nor rigitt to play the part of a 
European censor. She will neither give a 
mandate to England to act on the Nile, nor will 
she hinder her from doing what she may think 
necessary for British interests.. The interests of 
Germany have not been menaced, If they are 
menaced hereafter she will nave plenty of time 
to take her resolution. Her only aim is European 
peace, which will be maintained.” 

MALTA, Aug. 12.—Gen. Sir Garnet Wolseley ar- 
rived here en route to Alexandria. He is quite 
well. 

MADRID, Aug. 12.—The Spanish corvet Tor- 
pade, which arrived at Alexandria yesterday, 
will go to Port Said, replacing the frigate Car- 
men. Subsequently the Tornado and Consuele 
will proceed to Ismailia to protect Spanish mer- 
chant vessels traversing the Suez Canal. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE ARREARS-OF-RENT BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 12.—The New York Tribune 
received the following cable dispatch tonight: 

Lowpon, Aug. 12.—The action of the House of 
Lords has been the chief item of interest this 
week. The House of Commons made important 
concessions to the second of the Peer amend- 
ments making a tenant right an asset for rent 
under limitations, but refused by an enormous 
majority to yield on the first amendment, re- 
quiring the tenant to obtain the landlord's 
assent before applying for the benetits of the 
arrears bill. So recentiy as Monday the 
Marquis of Salisbury declared that  disso- 
lution would be necessary for the indorsement of 
such an outrageous bili; vut at a private consul- 
non of the Peers after the dicision of the 
House of Commons, five-sixths of them declined 
to fellow him in creating a crisis. He had nailed 
his colors too tightly to the mast, and his follow- 
ers proved refractory. When the House of 
Lords considered the Commons’ amendments, 
the Marquis of Salisbury deciared he would have 
thrown out the bill if he could. In 

HIS BITTER DISCOMFITURE : 
he aubsed the measure in terms show- 
ing his shortcomings as a leader. Unlike 
Lord Beaconsfield, he has neither patience, 
steadfastness, nor the spirit of concession. 

At the private meeting the revolt was led by 
the Duke of Richmond, who openly warned his 
colleagues of the dangers of the proposed 
course. Lord Saljsbury’s lack of self-control and 
obstinacy are jeopardizing nis leadership at the 
moment when his great rival's foreign policy 
strenethens the Liberal party. There are 
rumors of the Tories railying aroundthe Duke 
of Richmond and Sir Stafford Northcote, Lord 
Salisbury sulkmg and refraining from attend- 
ance upon Parliament. 

The Government are biamed for underrating 
the Irish police grievances. Hy negiecting to 
discribute the special grant an opportunity was 
given for an agitation largely fictitious, accord- 
ing to the rormula long recognized in Ireland, 
Ask and it shall be given.“ All accounts agree 
that the state of Ireland is greatiy improved 
under Earl Spencer and Mr. Trevelyan. 

THE ARREST OF HENRY GEORGE 
is sharply commented on in the press, and has 
given great annoyance to the Government. His 
so-called association with suspects arises from 
visiting a shop to purchase a shirt-button. A 
copy of his well-known pamphlet was deemed a 
piece de conviction. 

Cetewayo’s illness, which is rather serious, is 
attriputed to a sudden fall in the temperature. 
Though he eats three pounds of beef daily, yet 
he cannot stand cold. His presence in London 
has given a great impetus to the demand for 
his restoration. Florence makes an hysterical 
appeal to Mr. Gladstone. Public feeling favors 
his restoration under two or more residents, the 
only serious objection coming from Dunn and 
two other chiefs. 

The news from the Trausvaal shows the con- 
vention to be an utter failure. 

It is expected that the Queen will open the 
new law courts in November. This enormous 
pile shows to greater advantage with the removal 
of the scaffolding. 

When the young Princes crpssed the line in 
the Bacchante they were subjected to the usual 
horse-play, one of the sea gods bunging their 
eyes with soap-suds. This incident has led some 
of our serious papers to demand the abolition of 
the siliy custom in the navy. 

THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 

It has been discovered that Sir Edward Wat- 
kin, one of the promoters of the Channel tunnel, 
has driven the heading seventy yards seaward 
in spite of the order of the Court of Chancery. 
The Board of Trade will take legal proceedings 
against Sir Edward to insure obedience to the 
court. 

The St. James Gazette, ina disparaging article 
on foreign correspondents, alludes to the few- 
ness of good correspondents, and states that 
American journalists are frequently heated 
partisans, or write forthe Irish vote. Private 
American opinion on Ireland is aiways con- 
trary to the American press. Au intelligent, 
impartial survey of England from an American 
pen is most useful to English politicians,

His party 
really wanted him to oppose the Ar- 
rears-of- Kent bill, ana then, when 
the pinch came and the Radicai lion began 
to roar, they turned tail ignominously and ran. 
Lord Salisbury has been bitterly attacked by the 
press, but, after all, he has not been treated 
worse in this respect than Lord Beaconsfield 
was a duzen times during his lifetime. It is only 
since “ Dizzy’s"’ death that the Liberals have 
found out how wise a statesman he was. 

The Daily Telegraph is still under a cloud owing 
to its publication, last week, cf its ecregiousty 
false story about a display of rank coward- 
ice by a company of the Sixtieth Rifles. 
The offending correspondent, Mr. Gay, who 
has represented the Telegraph for some years in 
Canada and the United States, and went to the 
East for that journal during the last war, was 
instantly recalled, and is of course proſessiou- 
ally ruined. Nevertheless, the Telegraph has 
suffered severely in public estimation, while the 
feeling against it in army circles is very bitter.

LORD SALISBURY’S SURRENDER. 
Spectal Cable. 

Lonpon, Aug. 12.—The Herald's special says: 
With the passage of the Arrears bill the session 
of Parliament practically closes, its remaining 
business being merely formal. Unless some dis- 
aster or foreign complication arises out of the 
Egyptian campaign the members will be allowed 
to enjoy a holiday until the end of 
October. The assent of the Lords to the 
amended bill as returned to them from the 
Commons was a formal termination of the po- 
litical crisis and contest between the two 
Houses. It was marked by a remarkable 
party incident—namely: the surrender of 
Lord Salisbury, the Conservative leader, to the 
wit] of bis followers in the House of Lords, who 
declined to defy the Liberal majorityin the 
Commons on the question of the com- 
pulsory composition of arrears of rent. 
Lord Salisbury's speech in the Lords caused 
great consternation in the ranks of his party. 
Having denounced the bill as an act of simple 
robbery, and most pernicious, he proceeded to 
state that he had conferrea with the Lords who 
formed the majority of the House when his 
amendment was carried, and that by an over- 
whelming majority they decided that 


IT WAS INEXPEDIENT 
that the Arrears bill should be thrown out. 1 
do not share that opinlon,“ declared Lord Salis- 
bury, “and, if I had had the power, I 
would have thrown it out. I find 
myself, however, in a small minor- 
ity. Therefore I shall not divide the 
House.“ Amid cheers and ironical laughter the 
bill as returned to the Commons was agreed to, 
and a matter which for a moment had diverted 
the attention of the British people from the 
all-absorbing affairs of Egypt came to an end 
with a great triumpb for the Liberal party 
in the House of Commons, and to the great sat- 
isfaction of the Irisb party. By the Arrears 
bill Irish tenants pocketed not less than $50,- 
000,000 to achieve what Roman agitators re- 
warded as the highest political and social biess- 
ing—viz.: tabulae novoe. It is a result for 
which no one dared to hope two years ago.

A resolu- 
tion of sympathy was passed relative to the 
death of Miss Fanny Parnell. A report was pre- 
sented stating that the Highlands of Scotland 
are ripe for land agitation. It was resolved to 
alter the title of the Land League to the Land 
and Labor League of Great Britain. 

Upon a resolution for enumerating the peas- 
ant proprietary as among the objects of the 
league, an amendment was proposed embodying 
the principles of the Davitt land nationalization 
scheme, but after an animated discussion the 
original resolution was overwhelmingly carried. 

A resolution was passed recommending to 
farmers in Ireland the justice and expediency 
of aiding the cause ot the laborers, and recom- 
mending payment to the Irish members of 
Parliament for their services in the cause of the 
Land League. 

In the Commons it was stated the constabu- 
lary ceased their agitanon unconditionally.

This is the first trial 
under the Crimes act before aspecial jury. The 
crime was of an agrarian character, Doloughty 
bad continued in employment at the farm from 
which Hynes had been evicted.

WHAT PETROLEUM IS. 


Various Theories of the Origin of the 
Oily Staple. 
Philadelphia Times. 

The casual visitor to the Pennsylvania oil re- 
gion, as he views the greasy fluid gushing from 
its rich reservoirs, 2,000 feet below the surface, 
finds himself involuntarily asking the primal 
question, Where does it come from, and how 
and where was it formed? A puzzling question, 
surely, and if propounded to any competent 
and thorough geologist, would only elicit a shake 
of the bead, and the brief reply that he didn’t 
know. But however careful the scientific man 
may be about advancing a theory that the dis- 
coveries of tomorrow may knock bigher than a 
kite, the average Yankee. never allows a co- 
nundrum of this kind to be propounded tohim 
without making several attempts at guessing it. 
The difficult question of the origin of petrol- 
eum nas not seemed to his prolific mind too big 
to be grappled with, and at present two popular 
theories exist in regard to this interesting sub- 
ject, each of which has its strenuous advo- 
cates. 

The first of these theories bolds that the rock 
in which the oil is now found is the parent rock 
in which it originated. Tne Pennsylvania oil 
rocks are a series of sand-rocks of varying thick- 
nesses, scattered somewhat irregularly over the 
northwestern part of the State and proliticin oil 
at depths below the surface, M from 500 to 
2.000 feet, Originally they were deposited by 
the action of water, either as long stretches of 
sea beach or immense sand-bars formed by 
eddying and whirling currents. The advocates 
of the pareut- rock theory maintain that aiong 
with this sand was deposited organic vegeta- 
ble or animal matter, which, by the chemical 
action of the succeeding ages, has been trans- 
formed into and gas, and kept stored in these 
hermetically sealed reservoirs until the search- 
ing drill of the enterprising oil operator should 
penetrate its hidden chambers and bring it 
forth to li@ht an inquiring and busy worid. 

In confirmation ofthis theory its advocates 
point to the coal deposits, which are now gen- 
erally conceded to bave originated from a vast 
deposit of vegetable matter, which grew and 
decomposed for ages, and then, by the com- 
bined action of beat and enormous pressure, 
were packed away in solid masses to provide 
for the future fuel of the world. A chemical 
analysis of the two articles, coal and petroleum, 
discioses the fact that they contain nearly the 
same elemental ingredients, in slightly different 
proportions 4 — but practically the same, 
the only real difference consisting in the fact 
that one is now a solid and the otber a fluid. As 
the oii is found at a distance of from 1,000 to 2, 
feet below the prolific coal measures, and, if de- 
posited along with the sand-rock in which it is 
now found, must be many ages older than the 
coal deposits, it is argued that the immensely 
longer period since its original deposit and the 
bigher temperature to which it is subjected by 
its greater depth below the surface may easily 
account for the chemical action necessary to 
make ita fluid instead of a solid, as in the case 
of coal. 

The second and more generally accepted the- 
ory is that the petroleum is formed by the con- 
stunt distillauoo of gas from the underlying 
carbonaceous shales of the Silurian period, 
which in the Pennsylvania oil region are sup- 
posed to lie at a sufficient depth to be subjected 
to a high temperature and to be constantly gen- 
ereating gases. If this theory is accepted, the 
conditions necessary for the formation of petrol- 
eum deposits are threefold: First, a geolog- 
ical horizon deep enough below the surface to 
generate gases by the operations of internal 
heat; second, a horizon of proper temperature 
for the purposes of condensation; and, third, 
a reservoir tor storing the condensed petroleum. 
The advocates of this theory claim that these 
lower sbales lie at the proper depth to fill the 
first of these conditions, and that the gas thus 
generated, being very light and of a peculiarly 
penetrating nature, rises through the crevices 
and fissures of the overlying rocks until it 
reaches the horizon of condensation, which 
they claim, according to developments made by 
the drill, varies in distances from 500 to 2.000 
feet below the surtace. The third condition is 
fulfilled according to this theory by these sand- 
rocks, which, lying within the horizon of con- 
densauon and being of a porous nature, hold 
the condensed petroleum as a sponge holds 
water. These rocks are hermetically sealed at 
the top by an impervious shell, which prevents 
the lighter portions of the oil and gas trom 
escaping to the surface until this shell is pene- 
trated by the oil operator's drill, when it gushes 
forth with astonishing force. If this theory is 
correct, then in all probability the process of 
formation is constantly in operation, though 
proceeding it a very slow rate, the immense 
deposits lately discovered being the slow accre- 
tion of untold ages. 

The advocates of this theory fortify them- 
selves by the statement that the series of De- 
vonian rocks in which the oil deposits are now 
found extend over a great deal of territory 
in which the drill fails to find oil, and that if 
the theory of original deposit of the petroieum- 
producing matter along with these same de- 
posits were true, then the oii should be found 
wherever the rock is found. On the contrary, 
they claim the rock may exist where there are 
no underlying shaies to produce the petroleum 
gases, or the overlying strata may be upheaved 
to such an extent that the gases may escape to 
the surface through vertical tissures and thus 
mingle with the atmosphere and be lost. In 

roof of this they cite the fact that no oil has 

n discovered eastward of the line which 
marks the beginning of the Allegheny upheaval, 
and that the vertical fissures caused by this 
upheaval have rendered the formation of 
troleum de its impossible in that locality. 
They also cite in support of this theory the 
further fact that ug oil has been discovered at 
a depth exceeding 500 feet below sea level. al- 
though the drill bas penetrated far greater 
depths in many instances and succeeded in tap- 
ping the petroleum guses. They argue from 
this that if the gases are found at great deptus, 
but no oil, then if foliows that oil is the product 
of condensation, which can only take place 
where a sufficiently low temperature exists, 
and that this is to be found only within the limits 
above described. The inquiry is full ot interest 
to the inquisitive mind, and we simply present 
to the readers of the Times these two popular 
theories for what they are worth, without com- 
ment or expressed opinion.

Engiand’s Famous Watering Place, and 
Reminiscences of Those Who Have 
Figured There. 

“ Gath” in Oincinnatt Enquirer. 

Bath is one of the most interesting places 
for an American to study the social life of 
England about the time of our Revolution 
and for a century previous. It is a place of 
more than 50,000 inhabitants, on the Avon 
River, which has previously run past Shaks- 
peare’s birthplace. The mansions of the 
aristocracy, who have long spent portions of 
the year here, surround it, and it is the 
original Saratoga of the English race. It is 
only 107 miles from London. The bathing 
establishments were built in their present 
form during Washington’s Administration. 
The Queen of James L, in whose reign 
Jamestown and Plymouth were settled, came 
here to drink the waters. There are twenty 
churches in the town, and it has a great as- 
sembly-room, and a ball-room 106 feet long. 
There are nine bridges over the Avon at 
Bath. 

The principal man who fignred here was 
„Beau Nash”—Richard Nash, who was 
called the King of Bath. He came from the 
region of Wales. and was born there 100 
years before the opening of the American 
Revolution. Having a cavalier descent he 
was sent w Oxford University. where he 
made a miserable student, and was dismissed 
before he took his degree. He ran in debt, 
leaving his creditors a pair of boots, two 
volumes of plays, a fiddle, and a tobacco 
pouch. Hethen borrowed enough money 


to buy a small commission in the army, and 


dressed in his uniform, he began to cultivate 
persons in high life with a civility and defer- 
ence that won their gratitude and ultimately 
opened their houses to him. He was a very 
adroit flatterer, and particularly careful 
abeut his clothes, while his real business was 
blaving cards with his rich friends. You 
will recognize this character of man asby 
no means extinct at the present day—the 
smooth, oily gallant, or social parasite, or 
the petty courtier with unlimited assurance, 
and considerable powers as an actor. 

Nash would occasionally fall in love with 
the daughter of some rich man, or affect to 
be in love with her, and then would arrange 
with her father to let her marry some other 
suitor, who had not stood wellin her father’s 
regard. As soon as real war was about to 
begin Nash sold his commission and under- 
took to be a lawyer. He soon found that the 
dry study of the law was not as congenial to 
him as dancing attendance on rich and titled 


people. 

The King of England—old William IIL. 
Orange—was invited to 
come to the Temple among the lawyers on a 
certain occasion, and Nash, being the most 
presentable man there, was asked to make 
the speech to his Majesty on behalf of the 
lawyers, and he did it so maguificently that 
the King offered to make hima Knight. 
Nash, however, proffering a delicate hint to 
make him a Knight with an estate, declined 
the honor. He soon gave up the law for 


them at t, 
York, a lot of sharpers lay for him and took 
every cent he had, and then agreed to give 
him $50 back if he would stand in a white 
sheet for half an hour at the cathedral door, 
which he did, stating to the priest that it was

ie was not a vulgar gambler, but a master 
ot ceremonies, and his fastidious taste re- 
qited for his want of real principle, and put 
him in comparison with Ninon de L’Enuclios, 
the famous French courtesan, who was 
mistress of almost all the great men of her 
time in succession, and bord children to 
many of them, yet never made a mistake in 
taste or outward refinement. The children 
os — nobility were sent to her to learn be- 
»avior. 

Nash established a fixed rule that Ganong 
should begin at 6 o’clock in the evening an 
stop at 11 o’clock, and even Princesses of the 
royal family were refused a longer time to 
dance. He forbade swords to be worn either 
in the ballroom. or at the baths, and made 
several rules, which were printed and stuck 
up, such as the following: 

* No gentleman shal ve his ticket for 
the balls to any but gentlewomen. N. B.— 
Unless he has none of his acquaintance.”’ 

He was prodigal in giving away money 
impossible as it was to collect a de t 
from him. One night, when he had won 
$1,000 at piquet, he heard a man say: My 
God! how happy that money would make 
me. Take it, then, and be happy,“ said 
Nash, and handed over the money. 

He would hunt a better church for a needy 
clergyman, and go around himself with the 
plate, begging subscriptions for some deserv- 
ing object He often made marriage between 
an heiress and a deserving lover. Earl 
Townsend, a young man with a 2 nsity 
for gaming, lost everything he had to Nash— 
his estate, his carriages, and his furniture. 
Nash handed it all over to him again on the 
promise that he would never play, and would 
pay Nash £5,000 if he should ever stand in 
need. After the Earl’s death, Nash applied 
to the heir, saying that the need had come, 
and the heir then paid him the $25,000, 

He also established a large hospitalin Bath. 
As he grew old he showed much terror of 
death. The day after he died the corpora- 
tion of Bath voted $250 officially to bury N 
and put an inscription on his tomb (stil 
standing) which says that he raised the City 
of Bath into a province of pleasure, and held 
sacred decency and decorum; that he had a 
noble public spirit and a warm, generous 
heart. 

Nash must not be confounded with Beau 
Brummel, the fastidious dresser. Brummel 
was born after Nash was dead. He was a 
son of the Secretary of Lord North, Prime 
„who undertook to tax 
America prior to the American Revolution. 
His father, by patronage and jobs, acquired 
some $300, and sent Beau Brummel to 
Eton and Oxford. There he seemed to divine 
that the time was coming when exquisit dress 
would give a man as much celebrity and fol- 
lowers as talents and principies, and he was 
right in the supposition. 

The profligate era of George IV. was at 
hand, and that Prince saw Brummelat Wind- 
sor and desired to make his acquaintance. 
Lord Byron said that Brummel’s dress was 
only remarkable for its exquisit 8 
He was the ancestor of the modern exquisit, 
and said cool, dry things, which were re- 
peated areund the 12 He was also a 
social parasite, and believed in cultivating 
the society ot people above him. 

He entered the army as a cornet in the

HOW TO DO II. 

The impotency of the police force of Chi- 
cago in the matter of legal proceedings 
against gambling-houses and gamblers is 
historical. Without stopping now to discuss 
the question whether this failare of the po- 
lice in this important matter of criminal pro- 
ceeding is due to any want of fidelity among 
the men, or to the protection afforded to the 
crime by those higher in authority, on which 
point perhaps justice requires us to say that 
there is hardly any division of opinion, we 
wish to point out what was done in New 
York a few days ago. 

In that city one of the greatest iniquities 
has been for many years the lottery policy 
businesaavhich is practically a variation of 
the gambling business, and in many particu- 
lars has the worst features of that business. 
This erime had been successfully carried on 
for years, the police making occasional ar- 
rests, but pleading an inability to break up 
the business. This is the old Chicago reason 
given why gambling has been successfully 
carried on here. 

Last week the District-Attorney of New 
York matured plans for the arrest of the 
ringleaders and the probable extirpation of 
the traffic. During several weeks he care- 
fully gathered the testimony against these 
ringleaders, and after obtaining the witness- 
es he laid ali the information before the Re- 
corder, sitting in chambers as a committing 
magistrate. The latter issued the necessary 
warrants for the arrest of all the chief 
offenders, and also a number of search war- 
rants to be used if necessary. One New 
York reporter in his acequnt of the proceed- 
ings there adds: 

Arrangements were then made for a raid, pro- 

ings being conducted with the utmost se- 
crecy. Particular pains were taken to keep the 
matter from anybody connected with the Police 
Department. District-Attorney McKeon even 
rained from taking the p~ttachés of his own 
office into his confidence, and only two persons 
besides himeeif—Hecorder Smyth and Deputy- 
City -Assistant-District-Attpreey Allen — who 
hed obarne of the matter in bis absence, were 
aware of what was being dane. At the request 
of the District-Attorvey Mr. Robert Pinkerton 
and ten of his detectives were appointed Deputy 
Sheriffs, with full audtbority to make arrests. 
Everything being ready, it was arranged that 
the raid should take place today. At 1:3) this 
afternoon all three establishments were visited. 
The party selected for the main o con- 
sisted of Mr. Robert Pinkerton and twenty-two 
of his assistants. On arriving on the third floor 
of No. 263 Bowery, in whiet Simmous & Co. are 
known to operate, Pinkerton found the door 
closely guarded by a youth who refused bim ad- 
mission and demanded bis business. After in- 
quiring for the manager and stating 
beid a warrant for bis arrest, the detective, ind- 
ing that he was still refused admission, broke 
open the door with a siedge-hammer and burst 
reo foliowed by his detectives. 
officers found the piace in full operauon. about 


forty men engaged in various occupations, 
principally eee connected with the policy 

siness. detectives arrested ten of the 
eleven men for whom they held warrants, and 
permitted the minor attachés to goaway. Other 
establishments were visited in like manner and 
arrests made. 

It will be noticed that the authorities of 
New York, profiting by the experience of 
many years of failure and a study of the 
eauses of such failure, wholly ignored the 
police in this matter. They even suppressed 
all knowledge of the proceedings from the 
subordinates of the District-Attorney, and 
the successful execution of the raid and the 
capture of the proprietors was intrusted to 
Pinkerton’s ferce, There was no failure. 
There was no notice given to the criminals. 
Nobody at headquarters leaked, and the ar- 
rested men were captured in the midst of 
their work. The evidence having been accu- 
mulated in adyance of the raid, the capture 
of the parties was all that was required to 
enable the State’s-Attorney to obtain indict- 
ments and follow them up to conviction. 

What was possible in New York with 
Pinkerton and his force of twenty-two men 
ought to be possible in Chicago with any 
good Police Captain with an equal force, 
provided the authorities are on the side of 
the law, and are not the protectors of the 
criminals. The success of this proceeding 
in New York is a conviction of the police 
authorities in New York City, who have for 
years pleaded inability to accomplish this 
discovery and arrest. In the case of these 
policy-dealefs, the establishments were se- 
eret; they were widely scattered, and the 
business was done in remote places and by 
persons not generally known to be 
so engaged. In Chicago the gambling- 
houses aré as conspicuous as the hotels 
or theatres; all the gamblers and their 
subordinates are personally as well known to 
the police as are the Aldegmen ; the gambling 
itself is hardly disguised, and when gaming 
is going on it is Well known to the police. 
Yet if a warrant be sworn out the fact is in- 
stantly made known to the gamblers; if a 
raid is to be made the police find the houses 
deserted and the lights extinguished. If an 
arrest is to be made the party to be arrested 
notifies the police when he will come in, and 
at the appointed hour appears with his bail. 

In the New York case of the raid on the 
policy-operators no police were employed or 
had notice of what was intended, and to this 
is attributed the successful execution of the 
law. Could a like success be obtained here 
if, as was done in New York, the Mayor, and 
the city police, and the Police Justices were 
alike exciuded from any knowledge that the 
law of the State was about to be executed ? 


THE LAST TO GO UP. 

If the current saying is true that real estate 
is the last thing to go up, land must be on the 
point of enjoying what is called a boom“ 
in the business slang of the day. Certainly 
everything else has been advanced in price. 
That the market is dull, as shown by our 
real-estate reports from week to week, is no 
indication that more activity and better prices 
may not soon come. Obviously, if every one 
had the wit that could forecast the approach 
of such periods they would never come. 
One of the signs of the times is the vast 
amount of small building going on all over 
the country. Every town and hamlet is en- 
larging its old houses and building new ones. 
Another is the demand for lots around the 
cities. These things prove that the proceeds 
of good crops and years of economy and the 
disbursements of hundreds of millions in 
railroad building and other enterprises nave 
gone far towards filling the pockets of the 
people. When working people, and clerks, 
and other saving classes have accumulated 
little hordes, and are looking for something 
to put them into, the one investment that has 
more charms for them in this country than 
any other is—home. The savings-banks that 
have Survived the panic are no doubt good, 
but the experience of the masses with them 
has been bitter, and these depositories are 
not likely to regain their old popularity.

Good crops, which 
are now all but harvested, and active business 
which will follew, will place in the hands of 
the people a vast amount of money to be put 
into the security which bas advanced less 
than any other, the only one, too, of which 
there can never be an overissue. 


THE STUPIDITY OF MOB VIOLENCE. 

The mob which attacked the suspected 
ravishers of Miss Bond at Taylorville suc- 
ceeded only in demonstrating more em 
phatically than ever the frrational character 
of lynch law. Other mobs have achieved 
more disastrous results, but none ever dis- 
played so much cowardice and injustice. 
The victims were not hanged, but only tort 
ured. If they were innocent of the norrible 
crime charged upon them, the outrage was 
scarcely less fiendish than that committed 
upon Miss Bond. If they are guilty, the mob 
has furnished them with an excellent argu- 
ment to enable them to escape the punish- 
ment which ought t» be meted out to them. 
In every way the case is more confused and 
perplexing than ever before; and, popular 
resentment having now expended its force in 
a silly and inconsequential demonstration, 
the chances are that no one will ever be con- 
victed of the crime against humanity and 
civilization in which Miss Bond was the 
sufferer. 

The preliminary examination of the four 
men under arrest had been concluded, and 
three of them—Clementi, Pettis, and one of 
the Montgomerys—had been held for triaf. 
The result of the examination was anything 
put satisfactory. The evidence against the 
accused was altogether circumstantial, and 
not strengthened by that chain of circum- 
stances which sometimes is more convincing 
than direct personal testimony. The bad 
character of the men suspected told against 
them. and the alibi they made out rested al- 
most entirely upon the evidence of members 
of their own family. Otherwise it is prob- 
able that the accused would have been dis- 
charged. But the populace of the surround- 
ing country had assembled in a spirit of 
vengeance. Passion was further ex- 
cited by alcoholic stimulants and the 
exchange of epithets, and the mob 
was not willing to separate without vent- 
ing its rage in some manner. Even in their 
unreasoning temper the people were not suf- 
ficiently convinced of the guilt of the men in 
jail to proceed with the hanging, but seemed 
to think that they could bring about some 
new development by laying violent hands 
upon the prisoners. Apparently they hoped 
to force some confession from the accused, 
They began to demand confessions from the 
moment they had the men in their hands. It 
was a great piece of folly. These men would 


-have been stupid, indeed, if they had not 


perceived that they would forfeit their last 
hope of life by confession. It required no 
great discernment to see that the crowd was 
temporizing. Men who have been convict- 
éd of murder beyond any reasonable 
doubt and have apparently made their 
peace with God through the agency of 
priests have been known to protest their in- 
nocence on the gallows with the noose 
around their necks and in the face of certain 
death. When guilty men can do this itis 
easy to understand how they would refuse to 
confess while there was a hope of escape. 
Hence it was simply senseless in the Taylor- 
ville mob to expect that they could wrest a 
cotifession from the men whom they merely 
threatened with death. If these men were 
guilty they availed themselves of the one 
chance to save their lives, and they have es 
caped. e 

The injustice done to Clementi, Pettis, and 
Montgomery, if they are innocent, is scarcely 
greater than that done to the community if 
they are guilty. The mob has provided them 
with a telling defense. They and 
their attornéys will be able at their 
trial, if there shall ever be a trial, 
to point to the fact that they 
denied their guilt at a moment when they 
had every reason to believe they were look- 
ing death in the face. This plea will have 
all the force of a death-bed statement. It 
cannot fail to make an impression upona 
jury and upon the public. Indeed, there is 
said to be already a chdnge of sentiment 
among the people of Taylorville as to the 
guilt of the accused because they reiterated 
their innocence at every step taken by the 
mob. These men will now be released on 
bail. Fear of further violence may impel 
them to run away, or, if they remain to stand 
trial, their demeanor when in the hands of 
the mob will be a stronger defense than any 
alibi they can possibly establish. 

The case now stands iu this way: If 
Montgomery, Clementi, and Pettis are 
guilty, they are likely to escape punishment 
by reason of the stupid mob proceedings; if 
they are innocent, they are the victims of a 
cruel outrage for which no verdict of ac- 
qguittal can compensate them. Added to this 
there is to be expected an abatement in pub- 
lic indignation, which will be favorable to 
the escape of those who actually committed 
the outrage. Altogether, there has never 
been so clear a warning against mob vio- 
lence, It has no fedeeming feature in a 
community where there remains the smallest 
hope for obtaining justice by the deliberate 
process ef law. The Taylorville demonstra 
tion is at the same time another reminder of 
the urgent necessity for such reform in the 
criminal law and practice of this State as will 
inspire the people with confidence in courts 
and juries, and thus help them to avoid the 
mingied absurdity and injustice of mob vio- 
lence, 


THE NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Congress while struggling with the Consti- 
tution and all other legal and economic pro- 
prieties as to the apprupriation of millions for 
the so-called river and harbor improvements 
—that is to sey, thousands for Cheesequakes 
Creek in New Jersey and millions for the 
levees of the Mississippi—was ferociously 
virtuous on the subject of a quarantine 
against small-pox or the yellow-fever. It 
struck out of the bill all the appropriations to 
arrest the invasion of the country by hun- 
dreds of thousands of non-vaccinated immi- 
grants, and the spread of a loathsome disease 
over every railroad to all parts of the coun- 
try, carrying death and contagion every where 
through the land. Despite the fearful rav- 
ages of yellow-fever during the past years, 
when because of failure to close the. gate of 
New Orleans against its admission it swept 
through Louisiana, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Tennessee, and other States, Congress was so 
scrupulous as to the expenditure of public 
money that it refused to appropriate $10,000 
to $15,000 for the Board of Health, and on 
the same day appropriated $18,000,000 for so- 
called rivers and harbors. 

Congress, however, with the characteristic 
economy of legislative bodies, in reftising to 
vote money for the medical supplies needed 
to enable the Board of Health to do some- 
thing to arrest if not prevent the ravages of 
the yellow-fever, exercised its powers of dis- 
missing the half-dozen starveling clerks of 
the Board of Health, but voted the money 
to pay the high salaries of the officers of the 
board, who were left without any duties to 
perform or any Means by which they could 
be performed.

ington without power or means. Five 
vessels are even now lying in the. harbor of 
New York in quarantire with yellow-fever 
on board; at the American towns on the Rio 
Grande the yellow-fever is epidemic; at Gal- 
veston and other cities and points in Texas 
the fever is having its own way, resisted only 
by such efforts as local organizations may 
make. The National skeleton, called the 
Board of Health, will sit during the year 
gathering the news of the mortality North 
and South from the newspapers, for the 
means to publish bulletins have been taken 
away from it. Ithasno money to pay for 
telegrams. It would be better perhaps 
if the concern had been abolished alto- 
gether, for then there would be no 
deception and no fraud, and no misleading 
of the unfortanate victims of epidemics who 
may suppose there is such a thing as a living, 
active, and substantial National Board of 
Health of the United States. In the past 
history of these yellow-fever epidemics 
poverty, destitution, famine, and desolation 
have deen attendants; nurses, medicines, 
clothing. and even food have been among the 
most pressing wants, both far the well and 
the prostrate. But the same Congress that 
freely voted money by the handreds of thon- 


sands to build marble court-hauses and post- 


oftices at country villages in Virginia and 
elsewhere refused to vote a dollar for vac- 
eine matter to arrest the smaall-pox or to 
maintain even the feeble agency with the 
high-sounding title of the National Board of 
Health. This is a specimen of Congres- 
sional economy.

THE POPULATION OF CHICAGO. 
The school census of Chicago has been 
completed, with the following results:

The gain in the. South Division seems at 
the first glance very small, but this is partly 
due to the fact that it is not credited with its 
proportion of the 8,000 sailors now in the 
city, who are not permanent residents of the 
State, and were not included in this local 
census, although they would be enumerated 
under a Federal one; and partly because the 
rate of increase in the South Division is 
smaller than in any other section of the city. 
lf a proper proportion of these sailors were 
added to the total, the increas@‘in this di- 
vision ‘would be about 12,000. That this 
school census is not too large is evident. 
From 1870 to 1880 the iucrease in the 
population was just about 70 per cent, or 7 
por cent a year. During the last two years it 
has been 15 per cent, or 644 per cent a year, 
which is too low, for it is preeisely during 
the last three years that this city has been 
growing most rapidly. The school census of 


two years ago fell 18,000 short of the enumer- 


ation made by the United States Govern- 
ment, and itis very likely that the present 
one is lower than it should be, though per- 
haps not as much so as its predecessor, It is 
evident that the rapid growth of Chicago 
during the last decade will be equaled, if not 
surpassed, by its progress between 1580 and 
1800. Everything indicates that the real pop- 
ulation of Chicago at the present time is not 
less than 580,000. 


FREEMAN'S IMPRESSIONS OF AMERICA. 

Mr. Edward A. Freeman has embodied 
certain results of his observations during his 
late tour in America in an article for the 
Fortnightly Review. The title of the paper 
is Some Impressions of the = ean States.“ 
We wish it were proper or pode to supple- 
ment Mr. Freeman’s recollections of the 
United States by “Some Impressions of 
Edward A. Freeman,“ which were left on 
the minds of his hosts and entertainers in 
this country, particularly in Cincinnati. 
But as this cannot be permitted it may be 
profitable to learn what so civil & person as 
Prof. Edward A. Freeman may think of 
the New World. It ‘was this same 
Mr. Freeman who wrote during the 
dark hours of our Civil War a book entitled, 
we believe, A History of Democracy from 
the Achwan League to the Dissolution of the 
American Republic.“ It was his misfortune 
to live to see the falsification of his too pre- 
vious”? work. 

Whatever prepossessions the reader may 
have formed against Prof. Freeman it must 
be admitted that this Fortnightly article is 
singularly acute and well reasoned. Merely 
as a specimen of good Bnglish style it is 
worth looking into. Faultless style is now 
too often the only virtue of English 
review articles; but this charge cannot 
justly be brought against Prof. Freeman. 
He has much to say that, apart from the 
manner in which it is said, will arrest atten- 
tion. He fears that anything he can say of 
the United States will be “frightfully one- 
sided,” but his impressions do not justify 
the apprehension. He was thrown mainly 
among men whose thoughts and pursuits 
had some likeness to his own. He lived 
“chiefly with Professors, lawyers, a sprink- 
ling of statesmen, men of thought and in- 
formation of various kinds”—like himself, 
as he modestly says. The pushing, meddling, 
inquisitive American he did not meet. 

He was much bored by being taken to 
see schools. Some people, I know not why, 
seemed to think that [had something to do 
with schools, or at least that 1 took some 
special interest in schools. But I was spared 
the more fearful grind of going through 
factories, prisons, hospitals, with all the 
weariness of an inexpert.“ Soe it appears 
Mr. Edward Freeman does not care about 
methods of public education, or the punish- 
ment and reformation of criminais, or the 
treatment of the sick. What are such 
trifling matters as these in comparison with 
the Achwan League? 

What most struck Mr. Freeman in America 
was how little the covutry differed from his 
own. The United States did not seem to 
him a foreign country; it was simply En- 
gland witn a difference. The difference was 
somewhat greater than that between the 
northern and southern counties of England, 
but less than that between England and 
Scotland. In speech the difference was 
much less, both as to parts of England and 
Scotland. 

It is only in the nature of things,“ Mr. 
Freeman goes on to say, that every Ameri- 
can should in his heart value British good 
opinion more fondly than any other. Ameri- 
can dislike toward England—when it is 
really felt, and not put in simply to catch 
Irish votes—is something quite different from 
the forms of national ill-feeling to which 
we are used at home. It is unlike either the 
old-fashioned English dislike to France or 
the new-fashioned dislike to Russia. In this 
last kind of disiike there is mingled a certain 
feeling of contempt, of very unjust contempt 
in both cases, but still of genuine contempt. 
This is the natural weakness of an old na- 
tion, above all of an insular nation. The nat- 
ural feeling of a young nation is the exact 
opposit. Such a nation must be touchy; it 
must be inquisitive. It cannot help caring 
for the opinion of other nations, above ail 
for the opinion of its own ancient mother- 
land. And if such 4 nation, truly or untruly, 


understood, if it fails to meet with sympathy 
where it seeks for sympathy, the result may 
easily be a dislike which is possibly real 
contempt which is certainly artificial,” 

Americans who read the reflections of Mr. 
Freeman on this head will at first be pro- 
foundly irritated; but afterwards, if they are 
at all disposed to be fair, they must admit 
that there is much force in what he says. 
Dislike of England is perhaps more generally 
felt than he imagines even by those who 
care nothing for the Irish vote, but con- 
tempt of England no man who has eyes in 
his head and has skimmed the history of the 
world in the last hundred years can honestly 
entertain. Why was it that the whole nation 
was especiaily moved by Queen Victoria’s 
messages of sympathy and condolence dur- 
ing the illness and after the deatn of 
President Garfield? It was not be 
cause she was a woman or Queen—for 
respect for rauk, at least, is not in- 
grained in the American nature. It was 
because she was the official head of the 
English people, for whose good opinion and 
kind feelings we care more than for those of 
any other people in the world. They are, 
after all, as Mr. Gladstone expressed it, 
„our kin beyond seas.“ Wecame from the 
same stock, speak the same language, have 
the same literature, and enjoy the same es- 
sential principles of free government. 
Much as we may hate and condemn English 
policy in Ireland, or Africa, or Asia, and 
denounce her brutal, grasping, and selfish 
methods of politi¢al and commercial con- 
quest, we know that in power, glory, great- 
ness, and intellectual and moral advance- 
ment she is in the front rank of nations. 
She was a cruel mother to America, but 
since America has an establishment of her 
own she can afford to forget much and to 
remember what otherwise would better be 
forgotten—the ties ot blood-relationship. 

There is less difference between the Amer- 
ican and English laws than between those of 
Scotland and England. Our laws and modes 
of procedure are borrowed from England. 
In some instances we have faithfully pre- 
served imperfections and blemishes that were 
removed in the mother-country long ago, 
The wonderful repetitions and contradic- 
tions in the indictment of Guiteau, for ex- 
ample, belong toa past stage of English 
jurisprudence. As our Government in some 
respects is a petrifaction of the English Gov- 
ernment as it was 100 years ago, so the laws 
of criminal procedure in many States area 
Chinese-like copy of the old English practice, 
fauits and ail, as it was when the Declaration 
of Independence was made. England has 
changed all that; but America seems to pre- 
fer the obsolete English practice, and, in ef- 
fect, to hold that what was good enough for 
the old country 100 years ago is good enough 
for the new country now.

VY THE COMIC REVISION. 

A few days ago Tur Tumors called the 
attention of the health officers to the mass of 
unripe and rotten fruit offered for sale in this 
market, the consumption of which is in part 
the cause of the increase in the death rate, 
especially among children. It is now stated 
that the city authorities recoguize the fact 
that this stuff ought to be seized and de 
stroyed, but feel unsafe in doing anything, 
because there is no law for the condemna- 
tion of spoiled fruit, though there is for that 
of bad meat, fish, and vegetables. They say 
they are authorized to lay violent 
hands on a bad cucumber, but a 
decayed banana is beyond their juris- 
diction. It seems upon examination that 
the city ordinances do not, in terms, permit 
the seizure of fruits which are unfit for tood. 
To give the reason for this is to repeat an old 
story. A jobbing Council hired a man to 
make a revision or codification of the ordi- 
nances, and paid him several thousand dol- 
lars for it. The result of his labors was an 
exsraordinary production which bears about 
as close a resemblance to Tuley’s admirable 
compilation as the comic Blackstone does to 
the original law-book. Whatever ought to 
be in is out, and many things which ought to 
be out are in. The bright way in which the 
law for the prevention of the erection of frame 
buildings was nullified by knocking out all 
the penalties is well known; and there are 
several other instances of the jolly, humor- 
ous way in which the reviser treated his sub- 
ject. About once a week one of these ex- 
traordinary outs“ N discovered, the last 
one being that in reference to bad fruit. 

The officers of the Health Department now 
say that if they seize this stuff they render 
themselves liable to suits for damages, al- 
though no jury will ever convict an officer 
whose offense is preventing the sale of 
refuse. It is impossible to cure the defective 
ordinance at present, the Council being 
scattered from Dan to Beersheba; but there 
seems to be no reason why the authorities 
cannot, where there is no question as to 
the character of the fruit—where it is un- 
mistakably bad—lay hands on it, and cariy 
it off, even though not expressly authorized 
by the Comic Revision. The main thing to 
be done is to prevent this noxious stuff being 
eaten and poisoning ignorant people. The 
increased mortality among children in Chi- 
cago is shown by the daily reports printed in 
this paper, and is being unfavorably com- 
mented upon by the press of other cities. 
We fancy that Dr. De Wolf can find some 
way to meet the emergency and to save the 
children.

LOVE AT EIGHTY-TWO. 

The Nemesis of a breach-of-promise case is 
the publicity given to the mutual confidences 
expressed in the heyday of love when the 
world is seen through a sort of glamourous 
veil, prismatic in tint, and the lovers appear 
to each other in all the tempting garb which 
this illusion throws about them. The com- 
munications which pass between them catch 
the same prismatic hues and glow with a 
generous warmth of rhetoric which never 
kindles up in other epistolary moods, and 
abound in amorous exaggerations and pas- 
sionate idealizations which in after years, 
when they are taken up cold and flabby, and 
illusions have changed into realities, make 
the writers question their own sanity at the 
time. There is another peculiar feature of 
this publicity. When these written senti- 
ments are spread abroad in all the cold and 
inflexible rigidity of print, sandwiched in 
between the details of the Egyptian crisis 
and the fluctuations of the grain mar- 
ket, every reader has to regard them 
as something very funny and absurd, 
and yet the most pedantic, phieg- 
matic, and dried-up old citizen wrote just 
such letters at some period in his life, and 
if they were putin print he would be hor- 
rified at the reminder of his former rhap- 
sodies, and soul-soarings, and heart-yearn- 
ings, and every one in the community would 
be on the broad grin over his letters. Who 
ean explain this seeming paradox—this pro- 
clivity to laugh at the same folly in others of 
which we have all been guilty? When the 
bold betrayer is an old man, as not infre- 
quently happens, and his letters become pub- 
lie property, the laughter is all the more up- 
roarious upon the broad grounds that 
is no fool like an old fool.” : 

Assuming the grounds to be correct, the 
old fool has been found in Cincinnati, and 
that sooty, dirty city under the hills is 
stretching its huge mouth in a universal gut- 
faw over the O. F.’s letters, which nave 
turned up in a breach-of-promise case, the 
parties to which are Well known.

Alas! in an evil day 
the flame died away, and when the timé came 
for him to redeem his promises of matri- 
mony, be failed to come to the scratch, 
whereupon Mrs. Hassaurek instituted suit, 
and the tender epistles appeared in print, 
convicting him with cold rhetoric and 
warmed-up poetry.

on an octogenarian shrine. At all times she 
is addressed as a “cricket,” with various 
prefatory adjectives of endearment, such as 
a Dear Cricket,” or a “ Darling Cricket,” or 
a “Sweetest Cricket,” or a “Sweetheart 
Cricket,“ but strangely enough never as a 
chirping cricket. He always recognizes his 
age and infirmities, but with the feeling that 
the Cricket will make compensation for them, 
for in his first letter he says: 


To know [ have but you shall be my 
and att hougu I stump through life on cane 
crutch | shall keepa brave heart. For our 
smiles shall be the halos of Heaven, shedding 
sunsbine of love on my face.” 


In the same letter he drops into poetry, 
like Silas Wegs: * Your dead image is with 
me. Time but the impression stronger 
makes, as streams their channels deeper 
wear.“ In his next epistle he feels an 
apprehension jest he may be deserted for 
some younger suitor, but how bravely the 
old fellow bears up against it: 


My only fears are that you may change in your 
love and forget, or rather cast me off for some 
founger and perbaps more deserving than | of 
t sweet iove which bas become so essential to 
my life. my pleasures, my all of bappiness on 
earth. It that time shall come may I sever 
know it, I never dream it, but die stili be- 
eving my Cricket the same. 

On the 2th of January last the old tellow 
was lonesome, and he writes: 

All my surroundings are touched with the 
rosente fingers of love. I am lixe the anchorite 
with bis 8 in bis lonely coll when be counts 
his “Ave Matias,” Pater Nosters.” and con- 
cludes his Gloria Patris, and in my devodon 
of love I weave a chapiet of love with which I 
crown my beart to you, my darling, and devote 
all, my dear, to your service. 


A few days later he drops inte poetry again, 
and declares that when the time comes he 
“shall be one of the happy mortals of this 
sublunary sphere,” and 


Earth holds no other like to thee, 
Or, if it does, in vain for me. 


All the letters close with protestations of 
love to the Cricket—that Cricket, Mas. which 
will not chirp on his hearth, and with much 
mathematical precision he dispatches on 
every occasion but one just 1,000 kisses. 
The one exception is on the 16th of last Feb- 
ruary, when he daintily observes: “I puta 
secret kiss under the postage stamp for my 
darling Cricket,’ with a postscript to the 
effect that the Cricket is “the light of his 
life.” Alas for the hidden kiss, couched be- 
hind the benignant features of the Father 
of his Country and punched by the hands of 
rude postal-clerks on its way to the Cricket— 
canceled not only on the mute envelope, un- 
conscious of the freight it carried, but now 


canceled by the Cricket herself and lost for- 


ever. 

We need not dwell upon the details of 
these fond effusions. We only put in a clos- 
ing protest in behalf of the old gentleman. 
If young fools may rhapsodize, why may not 
old fools? If a %-year-old may pour out 
his soul on paper when he feels the sacred 
flame, why may not an 80-year-old when 
he feels the flames making their way up 
through the cold ashes, warming them with 
their cheering heat? Why should he not be 
tempted to give expression to them in the 
old way? May he not himself have been 
deceived ? If he bas followed an ignis 
fatuus instead of the true light, leading 
him into morasses instead of to the chirping 
little Cricket singing in the thicket, is hé not 
to be pitied rather than exposed to ridicule ?

Day Fight on Aidrich. 

The situation in the First, or South Side Con- 
#ressiona! District, bas changed somewhat within 
a few weeks past. At one time it seemed as it Mr. 
Aldrich would have the field pretty much to 
himself, aud would get what is known as a walk 
away. That period has passed. One candidate 
is actively in the field against him, another is 
Said to be figuring ou his chances of being struck 
by Congressional lightning, while still another 
has tne advantage of a boom engineered in bis 
absence by bis friends and without bis know)- 
edge. This, briefly stated, is about the situation 
of affairs in the First District at this writing. 

Irus Coy, of Hyde Park. is the only open 
candidate against Mr. Aldrich. Mr. Coy bas 
been on the track for Congross before, but 
never managed to acquire mucb of a reputation 
for speed. This time be is on to stay and hoves 
to make a good running record befo re the finish. 
Mr. Coy. is the attorney of the Union Stock- 
Yards Company, and is popularly supvosed to 
have that rather powerful corpora tion at his 
back. He is a much younger man tnan Mr. 
Aldrich, and bis candidature is based not only on 
bis Own qualifeations for the piace, but upon 
the idea that the district has given Mr. Aldrich 
three terms, that it owes him no more, and, to 
use the words of Dan Wrenn, that be hasn't 
done envugh for the boys. Mr. Coy, accora- 
ing to this view of the mutter, is reckoned as one 
of the “boys,” and his candidacy, there- 
fore, appeais to a certain element in 
the district, especially in the First Ward. 
represented by the ty just namea. 
Dan Wrenn is a candidate himself. Some time 
ago be wanted to go to the House, and Arthur 
Dixon was on the track for the Senate. Arthur 
is now reported as out of che race, and the ele- 
ments supporting him are said to bave . 
their issues ou the burly First Warder. Dan is 
for Coy and Coy is of course for Dan, and Coy 
expects to get the delegation from the 
First Ward. Mr. Coy iooks for help 
from the First for another reason. Two 
years ago, the Town of Lake supported 
Av Taylor for Congress. As one good turn 
deserves another, the Taylor forces, represented 
by Dixon and Wrenn, are now for Coy. In addi- 
tion to the First Ward, Mr. Coy naturally caunts 
upon the Towa of Lake and upon Hyde Park, 
where he lives. State-Seuator Condee, who is 
suspected of a desire to reach Congress some 
time bimeelf, and who would probably rather 
not see a ned mau there until he isthe new 
man, may have something to say as to 
Hyde Park. He bas managed to keep 
out of the contest pretty well thus far, but is 
underswod to favor Mr. Aldrich. Living near 
the Fourth Ward, Mr. Coy is rather hopefui of 

icking up strength in that locality, purticularly

If 
there were a trade between Gongressman Davis 
and George White, by which the kor- 
mer wanted the Tenth Ward dele- 
gation in the Congressivnal Convention 
in return for a White delegation from see Ninth 
Wurd in the Senatorial Convention, the natural 
supposition is that Col. Davis would much 
rather have the CUngressional Convention first 
and the Senatorial afterwards. In this way the 
ax would be suspended over George White by a 
hair. It ne refused to give Davis the Tenth 
Ward the bair might give way and the ax 
wight drop. While the other candidates 
for Congressional and Legislative honors 
might enjoy the consequences, they would 
ve rough, 89 to speak, both on Davis 
and White. Nobody will of course have the 
bardihoud to suggest that there is a trade of 
this sort, altuougb sueh things have beea known 
to dappen, and are generaidy excused on the 
principie that “everything is fair ip war and 
politics.”

He is 
sedulously empioy ed. on the contary, iu attend- 
ing to nis oon Knitting, woile Mr. Scrafford, of 
the same ward. is guing around with a moderate 
amount of feathers and war-paint, in token of 
his enlistment for the same engagement. Neither 
is “bollering’’ for anz body tor Congress. 
and there is a general feeling througao- 
out the Eleventh Ward that the po- 
liixeal atmosphere, Senatorially speaking, 
ought to be cleared of any and ail the compli- 
cauons and combiuations that might enter into 
the Congressienal contest. Should Mr. Riddle 
carry the Eleventh, as be expects to do, he be- 
lieves he wiil stand un 8 chauce with White 
in the Ninth, although White needs all of that 
ward in addition to bis own, and Riddie can get 
along witb less. On the other hand Mr. D. L. 
Hough, of the Twelfth. Ward, who is a candi- 
date for Representative in the Fourth Senatorial 
District. and who is an avowed triend of Col.

Several of the other asp: rants take the 
same position, and, according to Mr. Hough, it 
was siiipiy a candidates’ movement tor the pur- 

ose just stated. On the vuther hand, there is 
just a suspicion that Mr. Hough's and Col. 

Vhnitnoey’s eagerness fur the fray is not 
entirely disconvecied from a feeling that they 
are perhaps stronger now than they might be 
later on. There ure several other candidates in 
the district, including John L. Parish and Gen. 
Robert N. Pearson, the present members., and 
Messrs. M. B. Cole ana J. L. Campbell. Mr. 
Parish has been out of the city a geod deal of 
late, and some of the others have been indus- 
triousiy plowing the field in dis ab- 
sence. An early primary under such 
circumstances might easily operate to 
a candidate's disadvantage, although Mr. Parish 
expresses bis willingness to go beture the peopie 
vt the Twelfth Ward tomorrow, aud even then 
believes be would come out abead. 

The Fourth Senatorial District Committee, in 
fact, beld a meeting yesterday aiternoon, or 
tried to, at the office of Joba K. Parker in the 
Bryan Block, and but for the slim attendance 
wouid have discussed the question of calling a 
convention and probably tixed the date. Mesers. 
Hougb, Whitney, and Parisi were present, ia 
addiuon to essrs. Parker, P. WIII- 
iams, and Prank H. Collier, the committeemen 
from the Twelfth Ward. The members from the 
Klevenin Ward, only a small strip of which ro- 
mains in the new Ffuurto Disirict, bad notified 
the committee that they did not intend to claim 
any representation, and the members from the 
Eiruth were absent.

They ure not in the interest of navigation 
or of the commerce between the States, and l 
thougbt that they should have been reported in 
a separate bili or bills. The buiiding of levees 
is for the protection of tue people and the re 
ciaiming of lands. A levee is not re 
quired until the river overtiows 
iis banks. Then there is obilenty of 
wat for naviga uon. A levee to be useful 
must be located from one-fourth to one-balf 
mile from the banksof the stream. I donot be- 
heve that itis possible to dike the river and 
confine it to one channel. I have seen the Mis- 
sissippi River sixty miles wide for hundreds of 
miles, and | believe that more outlets than one 
will be required.”

Congressman Springer. 

The Hon. William M. Springer, Representative 
in Congress from the Springueld District, arrivea 
in Chicago early yesterday morning, and spent 
the greater part of tne day in attending 0 
private business and eluding reporters. Not- 
withstanding the honorable gentieman’s 
adroitnes in the latter direction a 
TRIBUNE reporter cornered him on the Chicago 
& Alton train as be was leaving for his home 
néar Springticid. Although apparently pre- 
occupied with the formulation of the report 
which he will make to his constituency of bis 
conduct during the tedious session just closed, 
the gentleman courteously granted the reporter 
A briet interview upon various topics concern- 
ing himself and the great Nation, a portion of 
which he modestly represents. a 

A number of readers of ‘THe Tripunse having 
bad their curiosity excited regarding the sig- 
nificance of the decvration recently be- 
stowed upon Mr. Springer by tne President 
of Venezuela, the reporter made inquiry in 
that direction. Mr. Springer said that sbortiy 
before the close of the session he bad received 
a letter from the President of the Venezuelan 
Republic thanking him for his very able efforts 
in the Forty-iourth Conger in exposing the 
fraudulent allowance of $1,250,000 of claims 
brought agaiust that Government by irrespun- 
sivle persuns. Mr. Springer brietiy reviewed 
the history of the case, which is that a commis- 
sion, which was kuown as the Mixed Commis-¢ 
sion,” was appuinted, consisting of a repre- 
sentative from Spain, the United States, and 
Kussia, to adjudicate upon the claims men- 
uoned; that the commission reported fa- 
voring the allowance of the claims, and 
tha: it was subsequentiy proven that 
Talmage, the American member, bad received 
Sr. 00, and that the other two members had re- 
ceived tz, % each for their report. Mr. 
Springer exposed these tacts, which led to t 
duwntaliof Fish, the Consul to that country. 
He aiso stoutly protested against the payment 
of the claims, Woich finaily resulted in a report 
from the Committee on Fureigu Affairs, made 
lately, iu favor of anew commission to adju- 
dicate upon the claims which Mr. Springer and 
the Venezuelan Government regard as iraudu- 
lent. And tne gentleman thinks there is no

NEW COMMISSION WILL BE APPOINTED, 


With a view of expressitig the gratitude of the 
Governmeat toward Mr. Springer for bis untir- 
ing efforts in its bebal?t, the President of tne 
Repudlie a few days ago forwarded to him a let- 
ter informing bim that, with the consent of the 
Federal Council, be had conferred upon bim the 
decoradon of the tuird ciass of the Order of the 
Bust of the Liberator. he communication 
states: It eis the highest honor this country 
can confer on its distinguished officials, and also 
upon those, whether natives or foreigners, who 
make themselves worthy of this illustrious dis- 
tinction by their eminent merits ur by services 
they render mankind or to civilization of na- 
tions.“ Mr. Springer said be bad tied the com- 
muniestion with the Secretary of State until 
Congress shall consent to its acceptance. 

The decoration is the bighest that bas ever 
been received by an American citizen from tbe 
Government, and Mr. Sprinwet may be excused 
the feelim of pride which pusséases him at the 
present time in consequence of the bestowal. 
The decoration was founded by the Copgress of 
Peru in 1825 and adopted by the Venezuelan Leg- 
isla: ure in 185410 honor of Simon Bolivar, who ia 
his time was io the Republe what Washiugeton 
was to the United States. That Mr. “ Bolivar” 
is now cum pelled to parade about this country 
as an attractien of one of the numerous great- 
est and only circuses ou earth” is a mutter 
which the Government to whick ne originally ac- 
knowledged allegiance may deeply regret, 
but which it canuot control. 80 far 
as is known the fact does nut detract from the 
importance of the decoration, nur does the cir- 
cus suffer. in fact Bolivar“ bas always been 
considerabie of a mascot, and will probably con- 
tinue in that role for some time to come.

A Revised Joint Classification to the 
West—The Western and Eastern Clas- 
sifications Cannot Be Harmonized. 

The Committee of General Freight Agents of 
Western roads which went to Niagara Falis a 
few days ago to meet there a similar committee 
from Eastern roads to bring about an amaiga- 
mation of the various freight classifications 
now in force returned yesterday. The 
committee did not accomplish the 
work it set out to do owing to the bullheadedness 
of the representatives of the Eastern trunk 
lines. They found it impossible to agree upon 
an amalgamation of the trunk-line and West- 
ern classifications. The west-bound trunk line 
classification is claimed to be very crude, and 
makes no distinction between large and small 
quantities of freight, nor does it recognize large 
ufanufacturing interests. To adopt the trunk- 
line classitication by the Western lines would 
work detrimentally to, Western producers and 
manoutacturers. he trunk lines, owing to their 
poor terminal facilities in New York, baving to 
transfer most of the freight in barges, fail to 
distinguish between car-lots and less than car- 
lots, and the Western committee could not con- 
vince the trunk-line committee of the wrong 
their classification was inflicting upon cértain 
classes pf business.

The Markets Yesterday Very Dull and 
a Shade Easier. 

The produce markets were very dull yester- 
day—so dull that it was often difficult to 
tell whether they were strong or weak, or 
whether they would be one or the other of these 
two if there had been any trading. Adulier day 
bas not been known in several months. About 
the only outside orders that were noticeable 
on the floor were a few to sei] May corn, some to 
sell August Oats, and some to buy wheat for ex- 
port. Outside of these the trading was local, 
and more exclusively of the scalping char- 
acter than the usual run. The tele- 
graph lines had very little to do, and 
th big operators, who usually receive 
twenty to fifty telegrams per day and think 
nothing of it, had to content themselves with | the 
two or three, or none at all. Uader such condi- 
tions there was no individuality in the markets. 
They ail ran along on about the same key. 
There was a little strength early, probably be- 
cause it threatened rain. *Then, as tne 
skies cleared, the markets fell off a few 
eighths of a cent in grain, but stiffened 
up later when the export demand for 
wheat above noted showed itself. That resulted 
in a reiative advance of about one cent on 
wheat for spot and August, the other futures 
dragging witb little change in quotations, but 
closing relatively firm. 

IN THE CORN DEAL 

the only point of interest was the selling of 
about as much for May as buyers ‘could be 
found for, the market falling of about 
two cents under the operation. Those orders 
were supposed to be on country acecoupt—sent 
by people who are satisfied that there will be 
more corn realized from the new crop than has 
bitherto been counted on. 

In vats the tendency for this month was down- 
wards. The market for cash dropped 
about two cents. The receipts of the 
day were not very large, but they 
showed some increase. There was a promise of 
some 300 car-loads for Monday, which some 
folks said would average nearly 1.000 bushels to 
the car, and others were enthusiastic enough to 
prophesy that the quantity will increase to 800 
or 900 car-loads before tne close of the week.

The Bostou & New Kork Air-Lihe to Be 
Leased to the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Company. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. . 
New York, Aug. 12.—An agreement has been 
made between the New York, New Haven & 

Hartford Railroad Company and the Boston & 

New York Air-Line for the leasing of tae latter 

to the former corporation. The matter will be 

passed upon at the annual meetings of the two 
roads to be held in September. By the terms of 
the lease the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Company agrees to pay an annual 
rental of $120,000 in two installments of 
$60,000 each, payable in April and October 

of each year, beginning in April, 1883. 

This is virtually paying 4 per cent 

interest to the preferred stockholders of the 

Air-Line road. This stock amounts to $3,000,000. 

The lessee aiso agrees to keep the property of 

the lessor in as good condition as when deliy- 

ered to it, and to restore it to the lessor in equal- 
ly good condition at the termination of the iease 
in ninety-nine years from Sept. 0, 1882. It also 
agrecs to pay all taxes and assessments, all runo- 
ning expenses, and expenses iucidental to 
necessary repairs and improvements. It 
further agrees to pay the interest 
upon the $500,000 of tirst mortgage bonds and 
upon the $250,000 guaranteed mortgage bonds 
issued for the construction of the Colchester 

Branch of the road, or the interest upon any 

bonds issued in their stead, providing that such 

interest shail not exceed 521.750 per annum. 

Snouid the terms of this lease be ratitiec, it will 

virtually operate to convert the Air-Line pre- 

ferred stock into ninety-nine-year bonds, bear- 
ing 4 per cent interest.

The death of Abraham Hirsch, of the firm of 
Hirsch & Senwabacher, was announced on 
‘Change Saturday, and appropriate resolutions 
adopted in respect to big memory. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
dull Saturday, and steady in price, though the 
feeling was somewhat Unsettled. There was 
not much doing on outside account in 
any department. The early feeling was 
a rather firm one, owing to low tem- 
perature. Soon the tone changed with 
clearing skies and the promise of larger receiptg 
of grain. The later feeling was firm,in sym- 
pathy with a better shipping demand for wheat 
here and in Milwaukee. The inquiry for futures 
was slow all round, and provisions were really 
dull. 

Mess pork closed steady, at $21.30 bid seller 
September and $21.424,@21.45 for October. Lard 
closed 2½0 lower, at $12,874 for August and 
$12.40@ 12.42% seller September. Short ribs 
closed 244@5c lower, at $10.70@10.75 seller Sep- 
tember. Ked winter wheat closed ]1\c higher, at 
$1.(@% for August. Regular wheat closed 
“%@l%c higher, at $1.014@1.01% seller Au- 
gust and 98% @98%c seller September. 
Corn closed easier, at 7e bid tor 
car-lots and Tanze for September. 
Oats closed Me lower, at 40%@Ale for August, 
364, @36\4c for September, and 35\\c for the year. 
Rye closed unchanged at 68c cash, 0½ g for Sep- 
tember, and nominally 70%e for October. Bar- 
ley closed unchanged for No. 2 at 900 for the 
September delivery, and %c lower for No. 3, at 
ie tor the same month, Hogs were steady at 
$7.65@8.45 for light, and at $7.70@8.90 for heavy.

A fairly active demand for dry goods existed. 
The season, which is opening rather earlier than 
usual, bids fair to be an exceptionaliv active 
one as a result of big crops. Boots and shoes 
are moving in a liberal way, and increased activ- 
ity in clothing, hats and caps, and millinery 
goods is also apparent. Groceries continue in 
good demand ana average firm and steady. In 
the dried-fruit market continued quiet is com- 
plained of, but prices keep well up, holders hav- 
ing confidence in the future. Fish remain firm 
under light stocks and a fair demand. Butter 
and cheese are again quoted firm, the tendency 
in the latter being rather upward. There wasa 
steady market for oils, and unchanged markets 
tor bagging, leather, coal, and pig-iron. 

In green fruits blackberries were more plenty, 
4,000 cases baving been received from Michigan, 
sales being made at $1.26@1,40 per case of 16 
quarts. Watermelons were off, selling at a range 
of S8. 000 11.00 per 100. Eggs showed no change. 
There were no new features in hides, grease, or 
tallow, quietness being the distinctive charac- 
teristic in these lines. Building materials con- 
tinue active, common building brick being half 
a dollar higher, and all others remaining steady 
and firm. Potatoes are steady, both in demand 
and price. Wool is unchanged. Hay was a 
trifle more active and steady at about Friday's 
figure. Seeds were strong for timothy, cash 
being quotable at F. Da. August selling at 

2.27@2.0, the former old seed; September at 
$2.15, and October at $2.12%. Flax seed was 
steady at $1.2 

Lake freights were fairly active at 14%@2c on 
corn and 2@2\c on wheat to Buffalo, the rates 
to Kingston on wheat being 4%c. The engage- 
ments up to the close of Gbange aggregated 
200,000 bu wheat and 104,000 bu corn. 

Kail freights were reported steady on the basis 
of 25c per 100 lbs on grain and We on provisions 
from Chicago to New York. Through to Liver- 
pool was in light demand and dull at about 400. 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, reported Satur- 
day, aggregated 198,000 bu. The shipments. from 
the same points were reported at 330,000 bu. The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 472,000 bu. 

The sensation in oat circies Saturday was the 
understanding that Monday’s receipts will be 
fully 300 car-loads, and big care at that. The 
current receipts showed an increase, and one 
consignment of 4 car-loads was noted which 
contained 4,200 bu. This, however, is an excep- 
tional case. Still it is estimated that the receipts 
of this fall will average not much less than 800 
bu to the car-load. Such big loads are embar- 
rassing to the inspectors, and it is no wonder if 
they sometimes make a mistake on the grading 
of oats when they cannot get — the car. 

A lot of 5 bags of new No. 2 corn from Texas 
arrived in St. Louis Saturday, and is reported to 
have sold at $6.75 per bu. One may well be 
puzzied to think what the buyer wants to do 
wild it at such a price. It is not ornamental 
enough to put in a show- window. 

A shipping order for 80,000 bu No. 2 corn came 
here Friday afternoon, and could not (then) be 
filled. The bulk of the ash corn now here is 
understood to be held on account oF Eastern 
factories, and is not on the market. Buying 
orders have to be filled from the current re- 
ceipts of each day. 

Some parties in Toledo have recently had a 
great deal to say about the wheat trade of this 
city. The superior character of the men who 
do business in Toledo is, of course, duly hinted 
at in these diatribes. They are especially in- 
teresting to those who remember the went deal 
of July, 1873, in that city. The last day of that 
month the market opened at $1.75, and advanced 
to $2.00. On that rise several men sold out their 
spot holdings, and delivered them, while default- 
ing on their contracts to deliver at lower prices.

The school census, completed yesterday, 
shows that there are 71,177 more people in Chi- 
cago than there were two years ago, not in- 
cluding the 7,000 or 8,000 sailors and others who 
make their living on the lakes and were on 
board vessels away from home when the can- 
vassers were at work. It will be re 
membered that figures of the Board 
of Education in 188 fell some 19,000 
behind those of the United States census, as the 
count this year is believed to be under rather 
than over the actual population, especiaily 
sinee no estimate was made for the men and 
women afloat on the lakes.

These goods are manufactured in 
Switzeriand, and the exquisit designs wrought 
upon them resemble very closely the finest pat- 
terns of Honiton, Irish point, guipure, old Ve- 
netian point, cart-wheel open- work, and a great 
variety of purely floral designs. 

The Esmeralda costumes, introduced by 
Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett, and now adopted 
by many ladies, although bighly unique and 
artistic, cannot be worn with any degree of 
grace by women at all inclined to stoutness; and 
a very stout person would be a ridiculous object 
to behold in a dress which falls in heavy un- 
broken folds froma yoke over the shoulders to 
the bem of the garmenot—this robe being but- 
toned all the way down the back, from the neck 
to the foot of the skirt—and devoid of a line or 
a curve to mark the outline of the figure. 

The guuzes, grenadines, and other elegant 
transparent fabries introduced this season are 
legion. The damassé and velvet brocue gauzes 
make most attractive toilets, especially when 
trimmed with a profusion of jet and lace. Gren- 
adines with broad satin stripes, trimmed with 
satin sash and buws and ond. gracetul loop of 
satin ribbon, plain sewing-silk grenadines over 
plain silk or moiré skirts, are all very much in 
vogue, and admit of much variety of style and 
trimming. These cool-looking fabrics, and the 
charming wasb-dresses in their myriad varie- 
ties, constitute the most becoming aad suitable 
of summer dresses. 

There wus a stylish costume worn at Manhat-

_ THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Yesterday’s Proceedings at the Lake 
Bluff Convocation, 

The Lake Biuff Prohibitionists held their 
meeting according to program yesterday. They 
had fine weather, thouc it is beginning to feel 
tike autumn. The gathering of the clans is slowly 
increasing. About all the Northwestern States 
are now represented by prohibition advocates, 
who have come to the Bluff to see and be seen, 
to speak and to listen. 

Mr. George Woodford remarked at the even- 
ing meeting that the Germans were not the only 
obstacle to prohibition. In lowa several Ger- 
man districts voted for the amendments, and in 
one piace settied by Germans there were oniy 
seven votes against it, and of these five were 
Americans. In La Salle County, Ulinois, German 
votes had carried one town against license. It 
was not the German drinker, but the German 
manufacturer and vendor whu most opposed the 

rohibition cause. The American who had 

en brought up accustomed to liquor was the 
hardest man to reform. He thought more than 
the estimated 5,000 Germans in lowa voted for 
the amendment, and said many Irish voted for 
it. The amendment passed, not on account of 
thorough organization, for it wus not there, but 
because men, ministers and teachers, voted 
for it. e was contident Indiana would adopt 
rohibition, but doubted if Illinois was ready 
or it. 

The Rev. J. S. Norris said that in his city— 
Joliet—the increase in the licepse-fee bad re- 
duced the number of saloous ffom 110 to fifty. 
He told a story about a Chicago lawyer who 
went to his town to defend a man charged with 
murder in a drunken row. The lawyer, he con- 
tinued, went to 1 hotel-table ** pretty full,“ 
and after telling waiter he might bring the 
whole bill of tare fell asleep. Soon Zis eye- 
glasses fell off, next his faise teeth dropped out, 
and then, after giving further signs of falling to 
pieces, he was carried out. 

The Rev. O. M. McNiff,of the Yellowstone 
Valley, Montana, said prohibition was at a very 
low ebbin that part of theterritory. Saloons 
were the only restaurants, and army sutiers 
run what he called United States saioons. The 
Chinese appeared to be the most respectabie 
element there. A lady rose later and said she 
knew a better state of affairs existed in some of 
the 


MINING TOWNS OF THE TERRITORY. 

The Rev. A. A. Knappen spoke yesterday 
morning on “The Hindrances to Success in Tem- 
perance Keform.” The leading hindrances 
mentioned were, the general indifference and 
apathy, eA — policies of temporizers, the 
movements of the rum-sellers, movements of the 
old political parties, the influence of conserva- 
tive churches, and popularity-seeking preach- 
ers, and the idolatry ot party. He remarsed 
that the old poiitical parties had outlived their 
usefulness and should give place to a new one— 
to-wit: the Prohibition party, organized for the 
express purpose of promoting the interests of 
temperance. The Republican rty would not 
advocate prohibition, and the mocratic side, 
he remarked, of course would not, bence the 
necessity of anew party which was willing and 

repared to work out this reform. The Repub- 

ican party had more temperance men in it than 
the other, but it 7 not do the work the pro- 
hibitionists want one. 
The afternoon meeting was entertained by 
impromptu speakers, the lecturer announced 
be unable to be present, hygiene and alcohol 
were discussed, the Rev. Dr. Williamson, who is 
also an M. D., and Dr. Parkhurst taking the lead 
in the talk, which, of course, denounced alcohol 
asa beverage, and very nearly as a medicine. 
Dr. Williamson told them it acted as a solvent 
on brain matter, and habitual use of it destroyed 
men’s uta wers. Dr. Parkhurst did not 
assume te spe from medical knowledge, but 
as a mini®er he believed alcohol was the devil's 
counterfeit of tne Holy Ghost.

Grand Opera, Paris. 


She Achieves a Great Success as 
Gounod’s “ Marguerite.” 


Americans Who “‘ Assisted” at the Triumph of 
Their Countrywoman, 


Special Corresponiience af The Chicago Tribune. 

Paris, France, July 24.—We Americans in 
Paris have been enjoying of late a novel and in- 
teresting experience—that is to say, such 
amongst us as have not turned into bogus Euro- 
peans, but remain faithful in our allegiance to 
the Stars and Stripes. For, to any of us who is 
genuinely interested in the progress made by 
American students of art or music in Europe, 
there was a strong and peculiar interest attached 
to the début of an American giri on the stage of 
the Grand Opera of Parise—an institution the ap- 
proachés to which are guarded with jealous care 
from the intrusion of any performer not of 
French nationality, or at least educated by a 
French professor. And, when Miss Lilian Nor- 
ton—known by her stage-name of Mlle. Nordico 
—tirst signed her contract with the manager of 
the Opera, there were many persons, even 
amongst her oon countrypeople, who doubted 
if she would ever be suffered to make her début. 
For the Paris Opera is a national insti- 
tution; it is supported by the State at a cost of 
$160,000 per annum; it is the ambition of every 
French singer to appear upon its boards; and it 
is the theatre on whose stage the winners of the 
first prize for singing at the Conservatoire are 
privileged to make their aébut. This was the 


case with Miss Griswold, the only other Ameri- 


can who has ever sung at the Grand Opera. She 
received her musical education at the Paris 
Conservatoire, and, when she won her first 
prize, she was entitled by the charter of the es- 
tablishment to make three appearances at the 
Grand Opera. But with Mies Norton the case 
was very different. No tie. either of birth or 
training, linked her to France, and the strong 
French jealousy against the intruduction of a 
foreign element into theatres of the State had 
in her case an unchecked sway.
